PERFORMANCE. 

On the Union Course, L. I., when 3 years old, i 
Sir l.ovk’i.L ran * mmeh against a Dimviddie j 
Colt of C. R. ('olden’s, three mile beats, and won, 1 
distancing his antagonist: — when 4 years old he 
won the two mile sweepstake, over the Union 
Course, l,. I. beating five good horses. In the fall j 
of the same year he was trained again, and ran 
or the $200 purse, two mile heats, over the Pough- 
keepsie course, which he won with ease, beating 
Hotspur, Timoleon, and a number of other cele- 
brated horses. The night following, his groom 
foundered him — notwithstanding, on the last day 
of the same month, (October) he won a sweep- 
stake, 3 mile heats, over the New Market Course, 
L. I., heating Grey Roman (out of Ariel’s dam) 
and many others. In the winter following, he was 
sold to a gentleman of Pennsylvania, and was to 
be delivered to him on the 1st of April, in cover- 
ing condition — the contract not having been made 
good on the part of the purchaser, he was again 
put in training and commenced walking. On the 
6th of April, at the time he commenced training, 
he was very fleshy— notwithstanding, on the 12th 
day of May following, he was entered for the $400 
purse, three mile heats, which he won with ease, 
carrying 122lbs . beating the famous mare Ariel, 
Bachelor and Yankee Maid - -time , first heat 5in. 
47s. — second heat, 5m. 53s. Taking into con 
sideration the very short time he had been in train- 
ing (fi”e weeks) this rare was considered as one 
of the best ever run on Long Island, and at once 
stamped SIR LOVELL as a first rate race horse. 
In the ensuing week, he ran with Ariel for the 
$500 purse, four mile heats, at Poughkeepsie, 
where he won the first heat in great t : me, 7m. 
509. considering the state of the course, which 
was very heavy— the second heat he led the marc 
three and three quarter miles, when she passed 
him and won the heat — he was then withdgiwn. 
There was no jockeying at the lime; it was ow- 
ing to his want of sufficient training tlmt he lost 
the race. Two days afterwards, over the same 
course, he took the $200 purse — two mile heats — 
beating Lady Hunter, Maryland Eclipse, and 
Mahon — tirre, first heat 3m. 51 s., carrying 121 lbs. 
This is great time , considering Lovell run eight 
miles two days previous, but it was soon forgotten 
in his superior and almost unequalled time, time 
of the second heat — which was contested inch by 
inch in the most spirited style bv Sir Lovell and 
Lady Hunter, and won by Lovell in 3m. 46s. — 
When it is known that the course is eight feet over 
a mile, and that the horses carried six-year-old 
weights, this heat will doubtless be recorded as 
one of the quickest in the annals of racing. In 
the following week, he ran a Match Race of two 
mile heals , over the Union Course, L. L, for $6,- 
000 , with the well known mare Ironette, in which 
he won the first heat in 3m. 45s. and in the next, 
distanced his opponents in 3in. 45s. Thus run- 
ning four races in the short space of two weeks and 
only losing a single heat — further comment is un- 
necessary . 

Putting has become so common with persons 
who have horses, that 1 deem it a disgrace to a good 
horse to say more than what is recorded in the 
Sporting Registers concerning them, for which, as 
to SIR LOVELL, the public is referred. Lov 
ell will stand at my stables on the Tates’ creek 
road in Jessamine county, 8 miles from Lexington 
and five from Nicholasville. Owing to the great 
number of horses in Kentucky , Lovell will he let 
to mares at the reduced price of 30 dollars, which 
can be discharged by 25 dollars if paid in the sea- 
son, The season will commence on the 10th of 
March, and end the 1st of July. All possible 
care taken with Mares from a distance, but no lia 
bility for accidents or escapes. Good pasturage, 
and grain fed at a small price .

His bones are 
I large — his limbs firm — his hoof hard and 
flinty — his coat as tine and soft ns velvet 
— his neck rises admirably out of his 
withers, with a graceful curve to the pole. 
Ilis head is precisely of that marked 
character and expression, which if noth- 
ing else tvere seen, would announce to 
the beholder, that its possessor belonged 
to the — blood royal. 

SALADIN was injured by t lie distem 
per in his wind when a two year old and 
no doubt is entertained hut for that cir- 
cumstance, he whuhl have taken his stand 
high in the racing calendar.

THE SCHOOL FOR 

Civil Engineers, 

Connected wirh the Georgetown College (Ky.) 
will commence its summer session on the 2nd day 
of May. 

This school has been in operation 12 months, 
in which time not more than 10 or 12 joung men 
have been qualified for the field. 

The West Point Academy adds a very limited 
number to the profession annually, and the 
most of these are employed by the Government. 

How shortsighted, and unobservant of passing 
events must they be, who seem to fear that the 
market will be over-storked from these two 
schools! Take for instance the State of Ohio, 
and see what movement she is making on the sub- 
ject of Internal Improvements. — During the re- 
cent session of her Legislature, there were incor- 
porated within her limits, 32 Rail Road, 11 
Turnpike and 5 (’anal Companies; requiring 
about 100 Engineers, more than this school will 
supply in 10 year* at the present rate. 

Kentucky is not far behind Ohio in the spirit 
of improvement — Indiana has just appropriated 
$10,000,000 to that object! The whole Missis- 
sippi Valley is catching the same spirit, and will 
soon bring all the resources of her widespread ter- 
ritory to bear on this subject. 

The Profession of the Civil Engineer is note the 
most lucrative and honorable in America. 

What must it be in three years from this time? 
The harvest is abundant : the Reapers are few. 

These views and prospects have induced the 
Professor to extend his couise — making it thor- 
oughin Theory and in Practice. To this end 
he will cause suitable Drawings and Models of

AG ACT 

To change the present mode of summon- 
ing Jurors in this Commonwealth, and 
to provide for their compensation. 

Approved Feb. 29, 1836. 
Wherf.as, the present mode of summon- 
ing jurors is not calculated to promote 
the ends of justice, or to secure the 
correct administration of the laws, and 
operates unequally and oppressively 
upon the citizens of this Common- 
weald). 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That if 
any of the jurors summuned as directed 
in the first section of this act, shall fail to 
attend before the second jury be wanting, 
the sheriff, by order of the court, shall 
summons so many by slanders or others, 
as will complete the number of thirty; 
and those first summoned, and who fail to 
attend, shall no longer be considered as 
jurors for that term, and shall receive no 
compensation for their attendance. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That 
jurors summuned agreeable to the first 
and eighth section of this act, shall be 
bound to attend every day during the 
term, except the first, until ihe common 
law business of the term is completed, 
when they shall be discharged, and shall 
receive for their services, for cverv day 
they attend; the sum of one dollar.. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That 
any juror who shall fail to attend at the 
hour of adjournment, any day during the 
term, without the permission of the 
court, or good cause shown, shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not less than one, nor 
more than five dollars; which fine shall, 
by the clerk, be deducted from the a- 
mount to which such juror shall be en- 
titled for previous services. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That 
the court may, as often as is deemed ne- 
cessary, direct so many by-slar.ders to be 
summoned as jurors, pro hac vice, over 
and above the standing number of thirty, 
as may be required, but no such by- 
stander shall be entitled to any compen- 
sation for such service, unless such by- 
stander shall be detained more than one 
day; in which case, he shall be paid at 
the rate of fifty cents for each day he 
may be detained. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That 
the clerk, within one month after the ex- 
piration of each term, shall furnish to 
each of the standing jurors, a certificate 
of the number of days he attended du- 
ring tho term, which shall he audited and 
paid out of the public Treasury, subject 
to the provisions contained in the tenth 
section of this act. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted, That 
if, for any’ cause, a standing juror, after 
he has been summoned, shall be excused 
by the court, the sherifF shall summon 
another to fill his vacancy. 

Sec.14. Beit further enacted, That 
if the sheriff or clerk shall fail in per- 
forming any’ of the duties assigned to 
them by this act, they may be fined for 
such failure, not less than five; nor more 
than ten dollars; but it shall be no ground 
of objection to any juror, unless such ob- 
jection he made before such juror be 
sworn, nor shall any objection to a ver- 
dict rendered by such juror. 

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the several circuit 
courts , so far as it can be done consistent- 
ly with a due regard to justice, to pre- 
vent any' other business interfering with 
the progress of jury trials, until all the 
jury causes of the term are disposed of; 
and to that end, the court shall have 
pow’er to cause all motions and other bu-' 
siness in which a jury shall be wanting, 
to be docketed or continued to such da vs 
of the term as will happen subsequent' 
to those set apart for jury trials. 



I Sec. 16. Be it further enacted, That 
in lieu of the fee allowed to sheriffs by 
the existing laws for summoning a jury, 
j he shall in each civil case be allowed the 
sum of forty cents for each jury that 
'may be empannclled, to the plaintiff, and 
taxed in the hill of costs against the de- 
fendant, if the plaintiff shall succeed in 
the suit; and this shall be a full compen- 
sation for summoning the jury and at- 
tending upon the same in court. 

Sec. 17. Be it further enacted. That 
all laws or parts of laws, authorizing and 
directing the clerks of the circuit court 
to tax an attorney’s fee on all judgments 
when costs are recovered in favor of ihe 
successful and against the unsuccessful 
party, except in cases upon presentment 
or indictment, to which tho common- 
wealth shall be a party, shall be, and 
the same are hereby repealed; Provi- 
ded, however, That the same attorney’s 
fee shall be taxed in all cases as hereto- 
fore when no jury shall have been em- 
pannelled. 

Sec. 18. Be it further enacted, That 
the clerk of each circuit court, shall with- 
in thirty days after each term, make out 
a fee bill in each case in which a verdict 
shall be rendered, and a new trial not 
granted, against the party against whom 
the verdict wms rendered, in the following 
form in substance, to-wit: A. B. (naming 
the parlies) to the common-wealth of 
Kentucky, Dr. To jury fee, in the suit

Sec. 18. Be it further enacted, That 
the clerk shall annually, on or before the 
first day of April, make out three lists of 
fee bills, one of which shall be preserved 
by the clerk; one shall be transmitted to 
the auditor of public accounts; and the 
thitd shall be placed in the hands of the 
sheriff of the county, together with the 
fee bills made out as aforesaid; which 
the said sheriff shall have aiit'uority to 
collect in the same manner as the other 
state revenues of ihe county , and shall be 
accounted for in the same way, and re- 
ceive the same fee for collection; and 
shall also be entitled to, and obtain all de- 
linquencies, agreeably to the laws now 
in force in relation to the public revenue. 
When the clerk delivers the list to the 
sheriff as aforesaid, he shall take the re- 
ceipt therefor, upon the duplicate retain- 
ed by him, and shall certify on the list 
transmitted to the auditor, that it is a 
true copy of one delivered to the sheriff 
for collection : Provided, however, Timt 
when a party against whom a fee bill 
shall issue as above provided for, shall re- 
side out of the county where the cause 
is tried, it shall be the duty of the clerk 
to list the same for collection, with the 
sheriff of the county where the party 
shall reside, under the regulations con- 
tained above, and be allowed and ac- 
counted for as above directed : And pro- 
vided also, That where the party against 
whom the verdict is rendered shall be a 
non resident, the fee bill shall be made 
out against, and collected of the security 
for costs. 

Sec. 20. Be it further enacted, That 
the auditor of public accounts shall keep 
a separate and distinct account of all ex- 
penses incurred in the payment of jurors 
under the provisions of this act; and shall 
also keep a separate and distinct account 
of all sums received, or fee bills issued, 
as herein before directed, and also of all 
sums received for tax on law process, 
and shall report the same annually to the 
legislature; and for any failure on the 
part of any’ sheriff to account for and to 
pay into the treasury any sum collected 
by him under the provisions of this act, 
he or they shall be proceeded against by 
the auditor in the same manner, and shall 
be subject to the like penalties as for fail- 
ing to account for and pay into the trea- 
sury the state tax collected bv hint. 

Sec. 21. Beit further enacted, That 
grand jurors, who shall have served as 
such, shall not be liable to be summoned 
as petit jurors during the same term; and 
shall be paid the sum of fiflv cents out of 
the public treasury for each day’s atten- 
dance as a grand juror, and the auditor 
is directed to pay the same out of any 
money in the treasury not otheswise ap- 
propriated ; and the clerk shall, after each 
term of the circuit court, transmit to the 
auditor the names of all grand jurors for 
said term, and state the nnmber of days j 
each has served, and "ive each a cert iff- 
cate stating his service; which shall be 
received by the sheriff in payment of re- 
venue tax and county levies. 

Sec. 22. Be it further enacted, That 
the several courts shall have power to 
discharge either the whole of the stand- 
ing jurors, ora part thereof, for any par- 
ticular day or days on which they may 
not be wanting; and in such case, the ju- 
rors thus discharged shall not be entitled 
to compensation for the time they shall 
be so discharged. 

Sec. 23. Beit further enacted, That 
the several courts shall have the same 
power to render judgment in any suit 
pending in such court, as they now have 
bylaw, without empanneling a jury in 
such case; and it shall and may be law- 
ful for the defendant or defendants, in any 
cause pending in any circuit courts, to 
confess a judgment for such sum as the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs may be entitled to re 
cover; and if the plaintiff shall refuse to 
accept of said confession of judgment, 
and shall demand a jury to be empan- 
neled in said cause, and shall not recover 
a greater amount than the defendant pro- j 
posed to confess judgment for; such plain- 
tiff or plaintiffs shall be liable to pay the 
costs consequent upon the empanneling j 
of said jury, in the same manner as is 
[provided for in other cases, by this act. — 
That in all actions of debt, covenant or 
petition and summons, founded upon an\ 
note or bond for the direct payment of 



monev, unless the defendant or defend- 
ants by pleading shall render it neces- 
sary to empannel a jury, no jury Shall be 
empanneled, the judgment shall be taken 
by default, and entered accordingly . 

Sec. 24. Be it further enacted, That so 
much of the several acts of assembb , n.- 
directs the venires to be summoned in 
criminal cases, and of all other acts com- 
ing within the purview of this act shall 
[be, and the same are hereby repealed : 
Provided, That nothing herein shall be 
so construed as to apply to suits brought 
I bv persons who sue as paupers. 

Sec. 25. Be it further enacted, That 
all collectors of public revenue thmugli- 
jout this commonwealth, shal^be, and are 
hereby required to receive any certificate 
of a clerk to any juryman, under the pro- 
visions of this act, in pit) meni of revenue 
at its nominal value . 

Sec. 26. Be it further enacted, That 
this actshail commence and continue in 
force from and after the first day of Au- 
gust next . 

Sec. 27. Be it further enacted, That 
j whenever the sheriff •tiranv of hiaulepu-

TO INCORPORATE THE 

LEXINGTON FUEL COMPANY. 

SECTION 1. Be i! enacted l»v the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, That there sltal. he and is 
hereby established a Company, the capi 
tal stock of which shall be one hundred 
thousands dollars, divided into shares of 
fifty dollars each, to bo subscribed and 
paid for by individuals, companies and 
corporations, which subscribers, share- 
holders, their successors and assigns 
shall be. and are hereby created a body 
politic and corporate, by the name and 
style of ‘The Lexington Fuel Company,' 
and by that name, under the restrictions 
hereafter prescribed) shall be competent 
to contract and be contracted with, to 
sue and be sued, to plead and be implead- 
ed, to answer and be answered in nil 
Courts and places, and in all matters as 
natural persons, and may have and use 
a common seal, and change, break and 
renew the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The only business of said 
Company shall lie to supply the city of 
Lexington with fuel, lumber and plank, 
and in that husinessonly shall it exercise 
the corporate powers granted in the first 
section of this act; and more fully to en- 
able said Company to perform said busi- 
ness, it shall be capable of acquiring, 
receiving, holding and using any lands in 
this commonwealth, not exceeding at one 
time twenty thousand acres, and such 
personal property as may be necessary 
and convenient for obtaining, in trans- 
porting and disposing of said fuel, lum- 
ber and plank, and said lands and other 
properly may sell, convey and dispose of 
at pleasure. 

Sec. 3. The fiscal and prudential con- 
cerns of said company, and the manage- 
ment of its business shall be under the 
direction and control of a President and 
four Directors, who shall he elected hv 
the shareholders from among themselves, 
on the first Monday in March in even 
year, unless sjunc other days be desig- 
na.ed in the by-laws of said Company, 
and who shall hold their offices for one 
year, and until their successors he duly 
elected. The failure to have an election 
on the dav designated shall not dissolve 
the Company, hut the election shall be 
held on some other day appointed bv the 
'President and managers, or by the slittrc 
.holders in a general meeting. In all e- 
lections, and in all meetings of the share- 
holders under this charter, every share- 
I holder shall be entitled to one vote for 
each share he holds, to he exercised eith- 
er in person or by proxy, and all ques- 
tions shall he determined by plurality of 
votes. 

Sec. 4. The President and Managers 
shall have power to appoint and employ 
such officers, agents and workmen as 
mav he necessary for the transaction of 
its business, fix their salaries an I wages, 
[and may require of them bond and se- 
curity for the faithful discharge of their 
duties. They may ordain and put into 
execution such rules and regualtions for 
' the prudent and efficient management ofj 
its affairs as may be thought j>roper;j 
Provided, they be not contrary to the' 
constitution and laws of this State, or of 
[the United States. They’ shall also have 
[power to call a general meetingof the 
shareholders whenever to them it shall 
[appear necessary, giving ten day’s notice 
of the time and place thereof, in one or 
more of the newspapers of Lexington. 

Sec. 5. The shares in said Company 
shall he considered personal estate, and 
be transferable on the books of said 
Company, in such manner and under 
such regulations as the President and 
Managers may prescribe. 

Sec. 6. That Stephen Chipley, Rich- 
ard Higgins, Benjamin Gratz, Joseph 
Bruin, John B. Johnson, F. L. Turner, 
Archibald Logan, Tlios. P. Hart, and M. 
C. Johnson, arc hereby constituted Com 
! missioners, to open books and raise sub-jj 
scriptions for the capital stock of said ( 
Compftny, and to superintend the first e- [ 
lection of the President and Mtnagers; 
any three of them shall be competent toil 
the discharge of the duties hereby en-H 
joined. Said Commissioners shall open 
books for the subscription of said stock 
in the city of Lexington on the first day 
[of July, one thousand eigh’ hundred and j 
thirty-six, and keep the same open, until t 
Jat least eight hundred shares shall have 
been subscribed, nor shall they be clos- [j 
ed m less than ten days, unless two 
thousand shares shall have been sooner, : 
subscribed. 



Sec- 7. So soon as said books shall 
have lie. n closed, said Commissioners 
ishall appoint a day and place for bolding 
the first election of the President and 
Managers, and give no'icc thereof in 
one nr more of tin; newspapers in Lex- 
ington for at least ten days. The) shall 
superintend said election, said Company 
shall become incorporated, and compe- 
tent to exercise all the powers and capa 
cities given by this act. 

Sec. 8. Pay merits shall be made of 
said shtites in gold or silver in the manner 
following, to wit: five dollars at the time 
of subscribing and the balance at such 
times and in such amounts as the Presi- 
dent and Managers may prescribe, they 
giving twenty days notice in one or more 
of the newspapers of Lexington of the 
time and amount of the calls; and should 
tiny shareholder (ail or refuse for the 
space of thirty days, to pav any call so 
becoming due, the President and Mana- 
ger- qiay either sue for the same or forfeit 
the same. 

Sec. 9. The shareholders in a gener- 
al meeting shall have power to increase 
the capital stock of said Company to two 
hundred thousand dollars, should they 
judge proper, and books for the subscrip- 
tion of the same shall be opened under 
such rules as the President and Managers 
shall prescribe. 

Sec. 10. The said President and 
Ma nagers shall not be permitted to di- 
vide on the capital stock subscribed, a 
greater dividend than at the rate of len 
per centum, per annum; and should at 
any time the profits exceed that sum, the 
price of fuel shall be reduced sons not to 
produce more than said rate of nett profit. 

Sec. 1 1, That tho said Company shall 
have the power to construct a Rail Road, 
or a M’Adamizcd Turnpike road to the 
Kentucky river for the transportation of 
fuel and lumber, and shall for that pur 
pose be vested with all the powers, priv- 
ileges and advantages enjoyed by the 
Lexington and Ohio Rail Road Company ; 
or they may at their election, by contrat 
with (he President and Manage s of the 
Lexington and Richmond Turnpike Road 
Company, or with the President and 
Managers of any other Road Companv 
leading from Lexington to the Kentucky 
river, unite a sufficient portion of their 
capital so as to grade and constuct said 
road from Lexington to said river, in such 
manner as will he suitable for a line of 
Rail Road for the burthern and oilier 
cars upon the side or sides of said road, 
or they may become stockholders in said 
road, or they may become stockholders 
in the capital ^tock of such Turnpike 
Road Company. 

Sec. 12. Be i' further enacted, That 
the said Company shall have power and 
authority whenever they shall be unable 
to contract for the right of way, or for a 
sufficient quantity of land upon the bank 
of the Kentucky river for a deposile, to 
cause the same to be condemned in the 
same manner, and under the same rules 
and regulations as are prescribed in the 
charter of the Lexington and Ohio Rail 
Road Company; Provided that the right 
of way so condemned shall not exceed 
fiftv feet on each side of said Road, nor 
shall they condemn more than twenty 
acres for a depot on the Kentucky river. 

Sec. 13. Beil further enacted, That 
the said Company shall on the first day 
of October in each year, fix and regulate 
the price of coal and wood at which they 
will sell at their places of depot, in Lex- 
ington, during the next succeeding six 
months, and they shall not be permitted 
under any pretence, to exact or receive a 
greater price, under the penalty of for- 
feiting the rights and privileges of ibis 
charter, a copv of which prices shall bo 
delivered by the President of the -Board 
to the Clerk of the Mayor’s Court, who 
shall cause the same to be inserted in 
the newspapers printed at Lexington, j 
provided the price of coal shall never be 
higher than twenty cents per bushel, nor 
that of wood more than three dollars per 
cord, when vended bv this Company or 
its agents. 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted, That 
the President and Managers of said cor- 
poration shall, after the end of the second 
year of the existence of this charter, 
pay a tax or bonus of half of one per 
cent, on their capital stock to the corpor 
ation of the city of Lexington, which 
shall he in foil of all city tax upon the 
estate or capital cinploxcd by them un- 
der this charter, which sum shall be paid 
over on the first of January in each and 
every vear, and shall he kept by said 
corporation of the city of Lexington, as 
a fund to he by them expended in the 
purchase of fuel in time of need and dis- 
tress, for the indigent and poor, resident 
within the limits of said city. 

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted. That 
'lie said Company shall keep in the city 
of Lexington a sufficient quantity of fuel 
at the places of depot at all times to he 
sold and vended; but the said Company 
shall not sell out their stock of fuel on 
hand, or all that they can or may deliver 
to any individual or individuals a corn- 
pant’ for the purpose of re-sale, un- 
der the penalty of forfeitin ’ the priv- 
ileges of this charter: Provided, howev- 
er, that nothing in this act contained, 
shall in any manner restrict the power of 
the Legislature to pass any future acts 
of incorporation.

Proclamation of the President of the 
Republic of Texas. 

“Citizens of Texas — But reecently 
called to discharge the executive duties 
of your government, it is with inexpres- 
sible regret that I observe the slightest 
indication of alarm among us. To pro- 
vide for, and protect our wives and chil- 
dren. is a sacred dutv prompted by na- 
ture, and sanctioned by every manly 
feeling. But in the manner of discharg- 
ing that duty, we may commit many and 
fatal errors. The best security for fam- 
ilies, is to be found in a gallant bearing 
before the enemy. Our armv is in the 
field, preparing to meet as it ever has 
done, to repel that enemy. General 
Houston, calls for reinforcements; a 
srrall accession to his noble band, v/ill en 
able him to advance, and speedily chas- 
tise the presumption of the invader. 
Rally, 'hen fellow citizens to the stand- 
ard of freedom. Let not every idle ru- 
mor then, circulated perhaps by the arti- 
fices of the enemv to paralvze your hand, 
or divert your thoughts from our one 
grand purpose, the independance of 
Texas. Bv an unbroken unanimity of 
voices you have declared that '‘Texas 
shall he free, sovereign and indepen- 
dent.” Let us with unanimity resolve 
to sustain that declaration, to ratify it 
with our hearts, and if need he to seal it 
with onr blood. Our fathers achieved 
their emancipation, and wore al.'Undantly 
rewarded for their toils. But they per* 
severed through many reverses, sur- 
mounted manv disasters, and gloriously 
triumphed. We have sustained no re- 
verses. 

“The fall of the Alamo, is the surest 
guaranty of our ultimate success. That 
Spartan hand who so nobly perished 
there, have bequeathed to us an oxam- 
ple. which ought and will be imitated, 
and have inflicted on the eneinv a terror 
and a loss that is equivalent to a defeat. 
Rally, then fellow citizens to the stand 
nrd of vour country. While the army is 
between vonV families and the enemy, 
tliev are safe; reinforce and sustain that 
army, and our wives and children are se 
cure from pollution. The government 
will remove to Harrisburg, but that re- 
moval is not the result of any apprehen- 
sion that the enemy are near us. It was 
resolved upon as a measure conducive to 
Ihe common good; before any such report 
was in circulation, it has not been expe- 
dited hy such report. 

“Again I conjure you, fellow-citizens,' 
listen not to any rumor that runs trum- 



l tiers 

I It lias been, during the whole lime of 
our connexion with it, the contemptible 
sport and victim of successive military 
revolu ions; and has continually exhibit- 
ed every characteristic of a weak, cor- 
rupt and tyrannical government. 

These and other grievances were pa- 
tiently borne by the people of q’exa3, 
until they reached that point; at which 
forbearance ceases to be a virtue. Wo 
then took up arms in defence of the na- 
tional constitution. We appealed to our 
Mexican brethren for assistance. Our 
appeal had been made in vain: though 
months have elapsed, no sympathetic re- 
sponse has yet been heard from the inte- 
rior. We are therefore, forced to the 
melancholy conclusion, that the Mexi- 
can people have acquiesced in the des- 
truction <f their liberty, and the substi- 
tution therefore ofa militui y government, 
that they are unfit to be free, and inca- 
prtble of self-government. 

The necessity of self preservation 
therefore, now decrees our eternal politi- 
cal separation. 

We, therefore, the delegates, with 
plenary powers, of the people of Texas, 
in solemn conviction assembled, appeal- 
ing to a candid world for the necessities 
of our condition, do hereby resolve nnd 
declare, that our polfiical connexion with 
the Mexican nation, has forever ended, 
and that the people of Texas do now con- 
stitute a free, sovereign and independent 
republic, and are fully invested with all 
the rights nnd attributes which properly 
belong lo independent nations — and con- 
scious of the rcctiiude of our intentions, 
we fearless 1 )' and confidently submit the 
issue to the decision of the supremo ar- 
biter of the destines of nations.

I N presenting a Medica I Journal to an enlight- 
ened public, in whichwv propose advocatibn 
a reformation in the science of Medicine, it ves 
comes us to fairly and candidly stale the motipur- 
which actuate us, and the course we intend to 
6ue as editors. med 

As the very favorable reception of the Reforage- 
Practice of Medicine, the success and encourntry 
ment of its adherents in every section of coulei- 
in which its has been introduced, superiority 
over every other denomination of Botanic Prac- 
tice — having not only excited the jealousy of those 
who use vegetable medicines, (known by the title 
of Thompsonians or Steam Doctors'} but also the ’ 
envy and jealousy of those who use calomel, Tat- 
tar Emetic, Corrosive Sublimate, &c. , and as the 
iast named have undertaken to misrepresent and 
jink us on the piemises assumed by Thompson- 
sans, instead of our own — we have considered it 
necessary in order to defend the Reformed Prac- 
tice , to offer to the pub|ic the proposed journal. 

We are aware of the difficulties to be encoun- 
tered and the obstacles generally thrown in the 
way of those who undertake to reform any estab- 
lished custom, or who propose the least variation 
from preconceived and favorite opinions. We 
know there are some i ndividuals in all countries 
who naturally dread any change from what they ■ 
have been accustomed to, and who shut their eyes! 
and turn a deaf ear to all evidence that iscalcula- 
ted to convince them of their error. But when 
we reflect that we live in an age of investigation 
and improvement, surrounded by a free, enlighten- 
ed and liberal minded people, most of whom read- 
ily perceive what is calculated to be beneficial to 
mankind and disposed to encourage the spirit of 
genius and improvement — we feel much encour- 
aged, and confidently believe that we will receive 
a liberal assistance from our fellow citizens, in 
endeavoring to effect a refonnation in the healing 
art. fPhilsl improvements have been making in 
the different arts and sciences, we ask has the sci- 
ence of Medicine been improved so as to lessen 
the quantity of human sick ne s' 1 We answer, it 
has not. What then can be the reason? The 
sciences of Anatomy, Chemistry, Physiology, &c. 
have certainly been greatly improved, and yet dis- 
eases are more numerous and as fatal as they ever 
were. It is because Physicians, particularly in 
the last fifty years, recommend and use unnatural 
mineral preparations, such as Arsenic, Calomel, 
Blue Pill, Tartar Emetic, Coriosive Sublimate, 
&c., which they almost exclusively rely upon in 
the treatment of all diseases, the result of which 
has been that the science of Medical Botany has 
been most wretchedly neglected, many valuable 
citizens lost, and those who survive the effect of 
such poisons doomed to drag out a miserable ex- 
istence with injured ard frequently broken consti- 
tutions. Let it not be supposed that we contend 
for ignorance, or the unity of disease which is the 
very essence of quackery . We advocate the ab- 
solute necessity of an intimate knowledge of Ana- 
tomy, Chemistry, Physiology, Medical Botany, 
and the other associate sciences, in which respect 
we differ from the other denominations of Botanic 
Physicians, and the most striking difference be- 
tween our practice and the common mineral prac- 
tice, is in the articles used as remedies — they rely- 
ing on mineral , we on vegetable medicines, which 
difference is to us irreconcilable, and is the princi- 
pal unfortunate defect in the healing art, in 
which we propose a reformation.
